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POLISHING TOOL 
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Claim 

Polishing tool characterized by the fact that foam glasses have been layered and unified 
and one of the foam glasses has larger bubble diameter and thickness of partitions between 
bubbles than the other. 
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Brief description of the figures 

Figure 1 is an oblique view showing one application of this concept. Figure 2 is a partial 
magnified view of Part A in Figure 1. Figure 3 and Figure 4 are side views that show a different 
form.
